Mementoes of & 
heroic struggie, they will bDiister on 
the desert or not in the hills. , 
DESERT TAKES TOLL. 


Of all the toll taken by the desert 
for the mad interruption of its dread 
silence, none was more cruel than that 
demanded of Thomas Davis and Bob 
Blair. Fate played them hard many 
times during the race... First at Eliza- 
beth Lake, traveling as the wind, the 
steering arm of their machine broke. 
How they saved themselves from 
death as the car leaped and writhed 
in the sand they cannot say. They 
were too busy to remember. Two miles 
they walked back over the course for 
repair materials only to plod back 
empty handed. But finally they man- 
aged to patch the splintered arm and 
went on, their lives hanging by a 
piece of rope with which they con- 
nected the broken rod.

They reached 
the desert, sped through the bilind- 
ing sand clouds into the very heart 
of that arid stretch, far from the last 
checking station and thirty miles from 
Bakersfield, then the steering gear 
broke again.

In an hour thes 
were scorching. Thirst overtook 
them. The water in their radiator 
was boiling. It could not be used. By 
7 o'clock they could endure the heat 
no longer. They crawled beneath 
their machine, shedding all the <loth- 
ing they could and waited— for what? 
They did not know. 

A touring car crowded, containing 
a party which had witnessed the part 
of the mad race in the hills, passed. 
Davis shouted to them te send him 
back a steering rod and knuckle. 
They went on. The blistering sun, 
mercilessly beating down on ihem, 
leaving them not even the car’s shad. 
ow, was driving them to distracticn. 

A member of the auto parties who 
had passed the drivers called up a 
garage at Bakersfield anil said the 
Chalmers on the desert reeded a 
steering gear.

A CLO8B CALL. 

Arother gift of fortune was be- 
stowed on, Van Hauspeck and W. W. 
Starr, two Los Angeles boys in 4 
Perfix, who started to Bakersfield be- 
fore the Leos Angeles County Sheriff 
closed the roads to the entrants in 
the Los Angeles to Sacramento race 
and who were caught between the 
racing cars at their rear on the nar- 
row trail of the Tejon and Bakers- 
field far across the desert..

We were sitting right 
arms

Knight of Indianapolis, known as the

Tariff to Five Weekes, 


(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIME.) 
WASHINGTON, July 4.—Mafority 
members of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee decided today that all schedules 
of the new tariff bill except sugar and 
wool should become effective immedi- 
ately after the enactment of the meas- 
ure into law. 

- Sugar, with the approval of the 
Democratic caucus, will be subject to 
the Payne-Aldrich rates until] March 
1. The committee tentatively agreed 
upon a date for the wool schedule, 
but did not announce it, because of a 
promise to confer with Senators Walsh 
and Thomas, who could not be 
reached today. 

Additional revenue was provided for 
by the committee when itt decided in 
view of the revenue tax on brandies 
used in fortifying sweet wines to levy 
@ revenue tax of 25 per cent. ad val- 
orem on what are known as “spurious 
wines,” wines made from pumice and 
fortified with chemicals. Containers 
of such wines must bear a label, show- 
ing what materials enter into their 
product. Just how much revenue will 
be derived from this, the committee 
could not estimate because the tax 
probably will curtail the output con- 
siderably. 

Another change posed relates to 
the clause prohibiting importation of 
convict-made goods. It was amended 
so as to read that such goods be ex- 
cluded from countries which do not 
“prohibit” convict labor. Originally 
the clause read from countries which 
did not “restrict” convict labor. 


FIVE WEEKS OF DEBATD. 


Chairman Simmons said today that 
he expected genera! debate on the bill 
to begin a week from Monday. He 
will report the measure probably next 
Wednesday and it is opinion that the 
debate will be limited to five weeks.

SPEEDS 
TO NEW YORK. 


HURRIES FROM GETTYSBURG AS 
FAST AS HE CAN GO, 


President's Train Races Across 
Pennsylvania and His Home State 
at Seventy Miles an Hoar—Goth- 
am Autoists Refuse to Get Out of 
His Way. 


A P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, July 4.—~President 
Wilson spent three hours in New York 
today resting at the University Club 
after an all-day journey by special 
train from Washington by way of 
Gettysburg, where he stopped for an 
hour to mak e@ a brief speech to the 
Civil War veterans. 

The President was raced across 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey at a 
speed sometimes approaching seventy 
miles an hour. There was no appar- 
ent need for haste, as the President's 
schedule did not call for his arrival 
in New York until 8:18 tonight, Dut 
between Gettysburg and Philadelphia 
the special train struck up top speed 
and before the President realized it 
he was only a few miles from the 
Quaker city. He sent in word to have 
the engineer slow down and his wishes 
were heeded. Later, however, orders 
were given to make New York by 6 
o'clock. The railroad officials cleared 
the way between Philadelphia and 
New York and sent the President's 
special ové? a freight track with an- 
other burst of speed. 

The only stops were made for water. 
At some of the stations the President 
leaned down from the observation 
platform and shook hands with great 
numbers of people who greeted him 
familiarly and cheered him enthus- 
jastically. Most of the distance, how- 
ever, the special sped by scores of 
stations where expectant crowds walit- 
ed in vain to catch a glimpse of the 
President. 

Just what the reason for the flying 

trip was could not be learned, as im- 
mediately on his arrival in New York 
he merely took a long automobile trip 
on Riverside drive to get a breath of 
air, ag the day's ride was through 
sweltering heat and dust. Few people 
recognized him, as he motored along 
the drive and one party of automo- 
bilista would not even heed the direc- 
tion of the secret service men in a car 
behind not to pass in front of the 
President's car. They would not be- 
lieve the President was in front of 
them and deliberately disobeyed the 
warning. 
The President dined at the Univer- 
sity Club and remaired there until 
time to catch the 11:10 train for Cor- 
nish, N. H., where he will join his 
family tomorrow.

While the referendum petitions are 
just being put out, and no money is 
being used in the fight, as is the case 
with most other petitions now pend- 
ing, it is estimated that about 56000 
signatures have already been ob- 
tained, mostly in the Sacramento Va!l- 
ley, as it is here that the papers have

Polsiey states that no trouble wil!

20,000 signatures, for the people are 
eager to sign as soon as the matter 
is called to their attention.

Stars and Stripes Waved at Ca- 
nadian Troops Precipitate Riot 
Civilians at Winnipeg.

July 4.--The 
waving of the flag of the United States 
here early today, while thousands of

The incident occurred as thousands 
of soldiers from Winnipeg and Mani- 
toba were marching through the city 
on their return from annwal camp at 
Sewell, near Brandon, where there 
had been maneuvers under Sir Ian 
Hamilton, famous South African war 
general. When the One Hundredth 
Regiment was before a local bank an 
American appeared on_ the curbing 
waving an American flag and shouting 
“Hurrah for the American eagle.” 

J. B. Mitchell, colonel in command 
of the regiment, ordered one of his 
men to request the American to put 
away the flag, but before the soldier 
could do so, a number of angry civil- 
fans pounced upon the American, tore 
the flag from him and threw it into 
the street. Before it could be  res- 
cued the flag was torn and dirtied. 

In the free-for-all fight which fol- 
lowed a number of civilians were in- 
jured, but none seriously. The Ameri- 
can, whose name could not be ascer- 
tained, escaped without serious harm, 
and with the aid of the police, eluded 
the crowd.

largest republic (counting China) in area 
in the world. In population Brazil] comes 
fourth among the republics of the world— 


In atea also Brazil is fifth among the na- 


tions of the world although some of its 
boundaries afte in dispute. Its surface, 
however, covers 3,218,130 square miles, ac 
cording to the latest official statistics, and 
the population is 20,515,000 by the census 
of 1910. This is 400,000 square miles less 
than the area of the United States, in- 
cluding Alaska. . 

Brazil is Portuguese in language and 
traditions, not Spanish Many points of 
difference exist. For example, Spanish 
America has split into nine separate coun- 
tries south of Panama and six north there- 
of. Portuguese America, comprising one- 
half of South America, has remained one 
nation. The history of Spanish-American 
nations has been one of bloody separatian 
from the mother country and of bloody 
revolutions and anarchy thereafter for 
many years, in some cases continuing to 
this day. Brazil separated from Portugal 
without war, set up as an Bmpire until a 
peaceful revolution established the repub- 
lic which has endured quietly ever since, 
with the exception of an unsuccessful 
naval revolt years ago. One President has 
succeeded another after cofistitutional 
elections without any disturbance. Brazil 
forms a remarkable contrast to Mexico. 

Today Brazil is pushing upon a career of 
extraordinary dévelopment. Some six years 
ago in Madrid, Spain, the writer met an 
English engineer who had been building 
railroads in Brazil and he declared it was 
the most wonderful country on earth and, in 
his opinion, the Portuguese-American was 
far the superior in every way to the Span- 
ish-American. As workmen he said one 
Brazilian was preferable to two Spanish- 
Americans. He considered the same to be 
true of the Europeans, Spanish and Portu- 
guese. A foreign conquest of Brazil, he 
declared, would be an utter impossibility, 
even if an enemy did occupy a few coast 
cities. 

But while Brazil is Portuguese in lan- 
guage and tradition, racially it is indeed 
a huge “melting pot.” Rio de Janeiro is 
one of the most thoroughly cosmopolitan 
cities on earth. We of the United States 
sometimes call our country “the melting 
pot of nations.” “Sut here this amalgama- 
tion has been that of nations of the Cau- 
casian race, while in Brazil] the Indian, the 
negro and the Caucasian have fused to a 
great extent. This is not the place to 
argue whether this be a good or a bad 
thing: it is sufficient to point out the fact 
together with the country’s steady advance 
and p Those with sufficient time 
and inclination may study the subject fur- 
ther, and draw their own conclusions. 

For many years, too, Brazil has been 
reaching for European colonists of all na- 
tionalities and thousands of Germans have 
settied there “and the second generations 
are crowing up citizens of Brazil. Dr. 
Muller's name furnishes rather conclusive 
evidence that he is one of these Brazilian 
citizens of German extraction. Brazil is 
also engouraging Japanese immigration, 
and with the success the nation has ap 
parently had in solving other racial prob- 
lems to its own satisfaction, and its vast 
unpeopled areas, it may be able to take 
care of the Japanese too. Other nations 
that are in fear of this racial intermixture 
may have in Brazil a most interesting 
study and in time that country may fur- 
nish an object lesson to the world on 
the subject. What that lesson may be, 
only time will tell. 

Brazil is one of our best customers to 
the south of Panama. Railroad building 


has been §esponsible for much important 


at $5,764,330, of which number, 188 valued 
at $2,076,480 went to Brazil. Of lumber the 
Southern American republic bought of us 
in ten months 55,319 M. feet, $1,232,436. 
There is no way of knowing whether any 
of this came from the Pacific Coast, but 
probably very little, if any at all, did. 
In petroleum products, of which California 
may perbaps get a share after the Panama 
Canal opens, Brazil took in ten months 
4,639,987 gallons of gasoline, $799,398 (our 
best foreign customer next to Canada.) of 
iiiuminants, 26,963,981 gallons, $2,380,061; 
of lubricants, 2,771,580 gallons, $586,816. 

Brazil has developed no fuel supply suf- 
ficient for her needs and is going abroad 
for oil. At present a Los Angeles com- 
pany, the Mexican Petroleum, is shipping 
fuel of] from Tampico, Mex., to Rio de 
Janeiro. Californians may do well to look 
into the possible fuel oll] market of Brazil 
when the canal is opened. 


BUSINESS MENACE. 

The employers’ liability law, alias the 
business paralysis law, enacted at Sacra- 
mento last winter at the instance of 
McCarthy and Tveitmoe and the labor- 
union bosses of San Francisco, has not yet 
taken effect. The workmen of California 
will be fortunate if the Supreme Court of 
California shall declare it: to be unconsti- 
tutional, or if they shall themselves invoke 
a referendum to wipe it from the statute 
book. It will injure the workmen more 
than it will their employers, for it will 
prove a breeder of accidents. It will crip- 
ple many industries, drive many from the 
State, and add immensely to the army of 
the unemployed. 

A similar law in the State of Washing- 
ton is condemned as a proved failure and 
a business menace in a pamphiet issued by 
Mr. J. V. Paterson, the president of the 
Seattle Construction and Dry Dock Com- 
pany. 

The injustice of the Washington_law is 
manifest in that it is based upon the ab- 
surd doctrine that the burden of accidents 
should fall not upon the particular factory 
or mill or furnace in which the accident 
occurred, but upon all of the factories or 
furnaces or mills engaged in the same 
line of business and scheduled as belong- 
ing to the same class. 

If, in consequence of defective machinery, 
a workman is injured it would seem that 
the loss should fall upon the employer. 
Such was the rule for a long time in most 
States, and if the workman was hurt by 
his contributory negligence or by the 
negligence of a fellow-workman the em- 
ployer under the common law rule was 
relieved from liability. 

In California, and in many other States, 
the common law has been changed 
by statute so that the employee has been 
placed upon the same basis as a stranger, and 
the employer is responsible for injuries 
caused to an employee by the negligence 
of a fellow servant. The doctrine of con- 
tributory negligence has also been modified 
so as to allow the burden to fall upon 
the party who has been guilty of the 
greater negligence, or to apportion the loss 
between the man injured and his employer, 
according to the circumstances of the case. 
The law thus modified has worked well, 
and taken in connection with the entploy- 
ers’ liability law, as it stood before the 
amendments made at Sacramento last win- 
ter, was not unjust either to employer or 
employed. 

In’ Washington the labor leaders, the un- 
easy devils; who are ever seeking té breed 
dissension between employer and employed, ‘ 
demanded and secured from the Legisla- 
ture the passage of a law, one feature 
of which is to tax the money cost of an 
accident not upon the employer of the 
workman injured, but upon the industry 
in which the workman was injured. That 
is to say, if an accident occurs in an iron 


trade. In ten months ending April 30 last) case. On November 1, 1911, eight girls 
we shipped abroad 536 locomotives, valued | were Killed by an explosion in the powder 
/mill of the Imperial Powder Company. 
| The powder mill industrial class contained 


five risks who were compelled by the law 
to insure each other. The total number 
of employees in all plants was 196. The 
Dupont company employed 160 of this num- 
ber. It followed that the Dupont company 
was liable for 82% per cent. of the loss 
incurred in the Imperial company mill. The 
compensation ““r the accident awarded by 
the Washington Industrial Insurance Com- 
mission was $8259.35. Of this amount 
$7698.50 was assessed against the Dupont 
Powder Company. 

The Dupont Powder Company refused 
to pay, refused to accept the State in- 
dustrial scheme, and has carried the case 
to the United States Supreme Court. 

It was shown at the hearing that the 
Dupont company use every known precau- 
tion to safeguard their employees, that 
they employ only careful and experienced 
Men, and have a rule to permit only two 
‘men in any extra hazardous department at 
one time. 

The Imperial Powder Company, where 
the explosion occurred, took no such pre- 
cautions and employed young giris, two of 
whom were under 16 years of age. 

While the commission had this case un- 
der consideration another powder company 
had an explosion in which a man was seri- 
ously if not fatally injured. He was 
awarded $4000, of which the Dupont com- 
pany was directed to pay $3680. This case 
also has gone to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The Washington law, absurd and unjust 
as it is, is model legislation compared with 
the law enacted at Sacramento last winter. 
If the law can survive the ordeal of the 
courts and the referendum the workers of 
Califorpia will have occasion to quote the 
saying: “Save me from my alleged friends.”

No “marshal” resplendent 
in a red sash wound around his body 
in more convolutions than a boa constrictor 
could tfmitate, and carrying «a baton, 
wrapped with red, white and blue ribbon, 
like a miniature barber's pole. Notiing 
but real soldiers; dusty, grimy, unshaven, 
bronzer than the Indian on the dome of 
the Capitol. Generals by the score; colonels 
by the hundred, captains and leutenants 
by the thousand, and privates as the leaves 
of the forest. 

‘Tt is bard to realise that once upon «4 
time there were more private soldiers in 
the United States than officers. But that 
was fifty years ago. 


A Miracle of Self-Restraint.

A Long Preliminary Celebration. 


We had been having a Fourth of July, 
twenty-four hours a day, around the de- 


fenses of Vicksburg ever since the 18th of 


May, and possibly we were all of us, “ins” 
as well as “outs,” glad of a little quiet. 


Conditions were just the reverse of those 
at Gettysburg. The Union troops were the 


elated army. We were turkey trotting 
along day after day, leaving all bridges un- 
burned behind us in the fond hope that 
Johneton would be foolish enough to run 
after us and catch us. We didn't so much 


as lay a rail in the road to mislead him. 
We put up signs, unmistakably reading, 
“We've gone out on the Raymond road.” 
From the day we left Milliken’s Bend we 


rejoiced in a picnic. Grant, the silent and 
certain, was at the head of the column, 
and we knew that Victory just loved to be 
seen in that man’s company. Every foe 


that came out against us one Way, wei 


drove before us seven ways. Every day 
thrilled with excitement, anticipation, bat- 
tle and victory. We brushed the gray 
legions out of our way because they an- 
noyed us, like mosquitoes. Hard Times 
La ding, Grand Gulf, Jackson, Raymond, 
Champion Hills—McPherson chasing every- 
thing that lifted a hand in his front, Sher- 
man as usual burning and blowing up and 
smashing everything an enemy might want 
to save, Grant quietly directing everything 
with a taciturn omniscience that drove us 
wild with our admiration of the way he 
could do things and did do things. 


Grant’s Way. 

In elghteen days that army of 43,000 
men marched 180 miles through the enemy’s 
country, fought five battles and won every 
one of them, captured the capital of 
Mississippi and repealed the ordinance of 
secession, captured twentyeven pieces of 
heavy artillery and sixty fleld pieces, and 
would have captured more if there had been 
any more. Pemberton made his last stand 
at Big Black, got one more licking as soon 
as we could get up to him, crossed the 
river, burned the long bridge, and the 
legions of gray marched into Vicksburg like 
rats into a trap. When they came out, 
they had no guns, and were peaceable, 
well-disposed citizens. 


A Winning Hand—end a Bluff. 

“Flushed with victory?” we came up to 
the defenses of Vicksburg fairly radian 
with it. And it was no “bob-tall tush,” 
either. It was a “royal flush”——ace, king, 
queen, jack and ten. 

Grant simply had to order the assault 
of the 22nd of May. Feeling as we did, 
we couldn’t have been kept in our trenches 
three days longer, not with an injunction. 
So we assaulted. We rushed at the Vicks- 
burg bastions, redoubts and long line of 
defenses like schoolboys storming a snow 
fort. 


About sunset the rest of us came back |; 


again, and blamed our generals for ordet- 
ing an assault which we would have mu- 
tinted and made by ourselves had they for- 
bidden it. 


“|, Rifle, Take Thee, Spade.” 

Then we married the musket to the 
spade. And for forty-two days we dug, and 
moled, and delved toward the men behind 
the works. A yard at a time, a foot at a 
time, an inch at a time we crawled up. We 
got within conversational distance, and had 
informal truces, during which we traded 
coffee for tobacco, and called each other 
names, such rough, insulting, endearing 
epithets as soldiers apply to good fighters 
whose give-and-take qualities they admire. 
We pushed our “fascines” along ahead of 
us, and listened to the spiteful minie bul- 
lets snarl as they bit at the green canes 
of which the fascines were wrought. Thes 
we covered our little foundation with the 
earth, shoveling painfully, lying on our 
sides. Then when our individual earth- 
work was considered serviceable, we cau 
tiously peeped out to see what was over 
there.

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THE STORY. | 
In this quarter's lesson we pass on 
to a new period in the history of the 
Hebrew people. The sons of Israel 
and their families enjoyed a period 
of quiet prosperity in Egypt under 
the protection of Joseph, and of the 
Pharaoh under whom he served. 

In process of time there was 4 
change of dynasty, the declaration 
that “there arose a new King over 
Egypt which knew not Joseph,” hav- 
ing refernce not merely to a person, 
but to a new line of kings. The 
first king of the new order instituted 
a change of policy toward the He- 
brew people. He recognized that their 
rapid growth constituted a menace to 
Egypt, aa he said: “The children of 
Israel are more and mightier than 
we,” or perhaps more accurately, as 
the margin suggests, “too many and 
too mighty for us.” He proposed to 
deal with them in such a way as to 
weaken them, and so prevent the 
danger of their associating them- 
selves with any enemy who might 
menace Egypt from without. This 
policy of affliction did not, however, 
hinder their growth and development; 
and consequently it became in process 
of time a policy definitely of suppres- 
sion, as the order was issued that all 
male children born to the Hebrew 
people should be destroyed. 

It was during this time, fully eighty 
years before the exodus, that Moses 
was born. The story of his birth 
constitutes our present lesson. He 
was a son of the tribe of Levi, and 
it is quite evident from the story that 
he was a child of unusual beauty. 
Stephen in his defense speaks of him 
as “fair unto God" (see margin of 


the Revised.) We have no record of | 


any intimation given to his parents 
of his high destiny, but they deter- 
mined to preserve him, and for three 
months he was hidden. 

When it Was no longer possible to 
hide him, the mother with tender care 
committed him to the river, and to 
the watchfulneses of his sister. The 
fact that he was seen by the daugh- 
ter of Pharoah would seem to be more 
than a coincidence. It is probable 
that his mother and sister knew her 
accustomed bathing place, and placed 
him where it was most probable that 
she would find him. Be that as it 
may, the fact remains that the child 
was found by the princess of the royal! 
house, and that it found its way into 
her heart by its tears. His sister 
suggested that she should find a nurse 
for him of the Hebrew women, with 
the result that he was handed over 
to the care of his mother. We have 
no means of knowing how tong he 
remained tn her care, but certainly 
until the time of his weaning. This 
may have been at the end of the first 
year, but more probably it was later. 
When he was thus returned to the 
daughter of Pharoah, she adopted him 
as her son, and he spent the next 
forty years of his life im all the sur- 
roundings of the court of the Pha- 
raohs.

Canaan. In the opening part of the 
book of Exodus we see the results, 
They had multiplied marvelously 
through the period of prosperity. The 
declaration concerning thie is really 
unusual in its multiplication of de- 
scriptive words. “The children eof 
Israel were fruitful, and increased 
abundantly, and multiplied, and waxed 
exceeding mighty; and the-land was 
filled wit them.” Nothing could 
more forcefully convey the marvelous 
growth of the people in every way, 
and it must be remembered that this 
was by marriage among themselves, 
the very fact of their being «a 
shepherd race preventing intermar- 
riage with the Egyptians. Moreover, 
they were a people who had rendered 
service which had at last come to be 
of the nature of slavery under most 
difficult conditions; and consequently 
they were hardy and strong, and en- 
tirely free from all that wéaknes#s 
and effeminacy which result from 
luxurious living in every form. 

From the standpoint of human pos- 
sibility, the destiny to which they had 
been called from the beginning, was, 
however, made impossible. They 
were a race of slaves, and there was 
not the slightest chance of their being 
able to gain .thelr freedom by any 
action of thelr own. It was while 
they were in the midst of these cir- 
cumstances, that the story tells how 
God was at work. The end of their 
sorrow was not yet. Indeed, their af- 
flictions were greatly multiplied dur- 
ing the next eighty yeara. The hour 
had not arrived for their deliverance, 
and their realization of national in- 
dependence; but preparation was al- 
ready being made, though all un- 


known to them, for these great 
events. 
The great value of the lesson is 


that of ite revelation of how God was 
moving toward this fulfilment of pur- 
pose by the overruling of the most. 
simple things. Moses ought te have 
been slain at his birth. The sparing 
of his life was an exception to the 
dread rule under which his people 
lived. Or, seeing that his life was 
spared, when he ought to have been 
enslaved, and have found his place 
among the ranks of those who were 
serving under the lash of the task- 
masters. The boy was neither slain 
nor enslaved, and in the light of all 
the subsequent events it is impossible 
to believe that his saving from death 
and from slavery. was the result of a 
chapter of accidents. It is far easier 
to see the activity of God in the midet 
of all the details, moving toward the 
consummation. 
THE GOLDEN TEXT. 

The golden text reveals the one 
activity on the part of man which 
created the opportunity of God. It 
was that of the faith of his parents, 
and of their faith venturing in 
spite of all appearance to preserve the 
life of their babe and to commit ft, 
in the ark of bulrushes, to the river. 
Whether this venture of faith was in 
response to a divine intimation we 
are not told; but from the moment 
it was made, God is seen taking 
charge, and pressing into His service 
all the simple natural things of life. 
in order to the realization of His 
pur pose.

ten marks will result. A little 
study will show that this apostolic 
boldness was always in connection 
with speech; the word itself in the 
Greek means “free utterance.” Also 
it is a direct fruit of the Spirit. The 
Christian Church’s first recorded 
prayer was a prayer for boldness. 
The first and last records of Paul's 
preaching are linked with this sig- 
nificant quality. The Christian who 
meditates upon this book of bold- 
ness will find himself acquiring the 
Christian courage which is learned in 
the school of Scripture. As Amos R. 
Wells pointedly says: “The Bible is 
@ fountain of courage; it is not only 
the Sword of the Spirit but the spirit 
of the sword.”

{Harper's Weekly:] The lace of 
Venice has been celebrated for many 


centuries. It was made originally by 
nuns within the walls of convents for 
ecclesiastical garments. Then, with 
the fall of the Venetian republic, the 
convents were closed and the lace in- 
dustry ceased to exist for an entire 
century. In 1870 the Princess Mar- 
gherita, afterward Queen of Italy, 
took measures te revive it, especial- 
ly asf a meang of providing employ- 
ment for Venetian women. At present 
there are several schools, subsidized 
by the government, in which the art 
is taught. 

The pupliis are women of all ages. 
Bach sits on a low stool and holds 
a plump, square cushion in her lap.

RECORD CROWD 
AT LONG BEACH, 


Seventy-five Thousand People 
Visit the Resort. 


Laying Pier Cornerstone Was 
| Feature of Day. 


Automobile Races Furnish 
Thrills for Big Crowd. 


LONG BEACH, July 4.—A simple 
programme of events covering the 
daylight hours today drew the largest 
crowd that Long Beach has ever en- 
teftained, being estimated at 75,000 
people. From early dawn the people 
began coming, hundreds of them in 
autos, whose occupants had wit- 
nessed the start of the road race at 
midnight. 

The first cars on the Pacific Elec- 
tric were loaded to the window allls. 
The cars were run in trains of three 
cars each, drawn by one of the big 
electric locomotives and ran all day 
on a ten-minute schedule, handling 
the thousands without an accident. 


Special trains on the Southern Pa- 
cific and Salt Lake also unloaded 
thousands from the interior. The 
day was pleasant and with a soft 
wind blowing in from the ocean the 
usual discomfort of Fourth of 
festivities was absent. 
Without a question the day's 
celebration was the quietest ever ex- 
perienced Here. There was an ab- 
sence of the explésive detonations 
heretofore a feature. The young 
people, of course, were on deck with 
the inevitable firecrackers and tor- 
pedoes, but there was a noticeable 
falling off in the use of giant crack- 
ers and blank cartridges. 
As early as 10 o'clock the Pike and 
sands were crowded with people. The 
condemnation of the Auditorium lieft 
thousands of picnickers without «a 
shady spot to eat their dinners, but 
this was met in a measure by the use 
of the temporary auditorium, The 
Forum, and the large tent secured 
and equipped with benches and 
tables from the picnic deck of the 
ill-fated building.

From Alamitos avenue to 
Golden avenue, every station was 
black with heads of bathers, and the 
absence of any fatalities was a good 
indication of the safety of the local 
beach. 
The chief event of the day was the 
official opening and dedication of the 


and Wabash avenue, the first private 
pier in Long Beach, and said to be 
the widest pier in the United Statea 
Work began today. It will be 600 
feet wide and extend 570 feet into 
the ocean, giving a floor space for 
amusement attractions, exclusive of 
streets and passageways, of 200,000 
square feet. The first unit will cover 
eleven acres of space and later on 
will be nearly doubled by the second 
unit which will extend 400 feet 
further seaward. 

The ceremony began with a parade 
along the thirty-foot cement walk 
from the Pike by the municipal band, 
Co. H. and a group of Toona In- 
dians, representing nine tribes of 
Arizona, who escorted four little giris 
carrying on an open palangquin, a 
copper box In which were a copy of 
the city charter, a copy of the plier 
franchise granted Mr. Barndollar in 
November, 1911, copies of Los Ange- 
les and Long Beach papers, a Bible 
and numerous cards of indtviduais. 
Opposite the keystone the parade 
halted and stood at attention while 
members of Co. H hoisted Old Glory 
on a flagstaff near by and the Toona 
Indians sang a verse of “America.” 
The parade wound its way through 
the thousands of spectators who 
crowded the walk to the speakers’ 
stand, where short addresses were 
made by President Bonar of the City 
Council and President Reider of the 
Chamber of Commerce. They paid 
warm praise to the projector of the 
enterprise, which is to cost half a 
million dollara. The copper box was 
conveyed by the girl quartette, Misses 
Mabel Imiay, Stella DuRee, Bertha 
Campbell and Anna Walters, to the 
keystone at the corner of Bonnie 
Brae and West Beach avenues, and 
was cemented over by President 


Bonar. 

Shortly before noon in the Forum 
before a crowd of 4000 people six- 
teen members of Co. H., Seventh 
Regiment, in two squads gave a com- 
petitive drill, which, according to 
the views of the ordinary spectator, 
showed marked efficiency.

The 
course was on the beach between 
Devil's Gate and a point near the 
Auditorium, a distance of four miles, 
and was witnessed by 30,000 people 
who lined the bluff the entire distance 
and cheered the racers as they flashed 
by on each lap.

The 
Durango cotton, a long staple upland 
variety, has yielded such fine returns 
in the Imperial Valiey that the cotton 
growers have determined to plant 
mext year all the seed available to 
the extent of 7000 acres. The bulk 
of the Durango seed to be planted 
ig mixed with seed of_other varieties, 

the Mebane, a short staple. 
It is the purpose of the Cotton Grow- 
er’s Exchange to maintain a long sta- 
ple industry as far as possible and 
the present contest is part of the ef- 
fort being made to clean the seed 
stock of all short staple varieties. 
This is of primary importance as the 
specialized selection work must be 
established as a part of the long sta- 
ple industry.

Certainly these institutions may ex- 
ceed in their present size and scope, 
but in the beauty and appointment of 
the structures that house them they 
are not in advance of Los 
The scientific hall, in which are lo- 
cated specimens of birds, beasts and 
fish, contains one of the most ex- 
tensive collections of animals of the 
pleigtocene age in existence, all se- 
cured from La Brea fields. 

The handling of these specimens 
brought many exclamations from the 
thousands who gazed in awe at the 
monstrous giant ground sloth skele- 
ton, its immense clavicle and thigh 
bones, its huge claws and mighty ribs, 
ail am indication of size of this 
Strange extinct animal that once 
roamed the valleys of Southern Cali- 
fornia. The mastodon, the buffaloes, 
sabretoothed tigers, wolves, camel and 
horse, all helped to delight the stu- 
dent as well as the lewman. 

A remarkably complete collectian of 
shells, containing nearly 2000 varie- 
ties, proved conclusively that nature 
is the greatest exponent of the shell 
game, The butterfly and moth world 
is exhibited in a thousand Specimens, 
from the greatest col- 
lection in the world, that of. Baron 
Rothschild. Their: glorious colors, 
radiating the shades of the rainbow 
through the prisms of the sun, sent 
many sightseers back several times 
to study them again. 

Birds’ nests, birds’ eges, birds 
themselves, fish in their curious col- 
orings, coins of many lands and many 
ages, and things having to do with 
the science of ages, are all gathered 
here, some of them in lifelike pos- 
tures and poses. The historical hall 
holds a great collection of relics from 
the Indian days to the present, in the 
south west. 4 

One of the most striking and one 
typical is of a large and authen- 
tic collection of branding trons which 
left their indelible stamp on cattle, 
horses and sheep that roamed the 
hills in countless thousands two and 
three generations ago. Photographs 
of the pioneers of Southern Califor- 
nia, paintings of some of the distin- 
guished men of early days, many 
small household utensils, and 
other weapons are resting securely: in 
the cases. 

A collection of forty pieces of Inca 
pottery, guaranteed genuine by the 
curator of the Museum of Lima, 
Peru, is worth a visit in itself. The 
dress of the Indians, their instruments 
of husbandry and the chaége,’a great 
collection of Philippine bolos, and 
other relics of the islands are pre- 
— in splendid specimens of each 
ind. 

PF. & Daggett, director of the mu- 
seum, stated that it has taken six 
months of hard preliminary work to 
arrange all the exhibits and install 
them in the seventy cases, covered by 
5000 square feet of plate glass. 
“There are about 175 # £=donations 
represented here in addition to loans 
of thirty-five collections which con- 
tain from one to 6000 objects,” he 
said. “We have scarcely begun our 
work and with the eesistance of the 
people of the southwest we will be 
years in completing it and making it 
one of the finest in the world. Em- 
ploying modern methods in our In- 
stallation of objects we are already 
far in advance of many older insti- 
tutions in this one regard. 

“There is a great field for the work, 
particularly among the school chil- 
dren who should be familiarized with 
nature and history by object lessons. 
Taking 200 pupils a day it will mean 
at least two years for them all to go 
through. Our present staff consists 
of only five men and our means are 
limited to the small county appropria- 
tion, but despite this we expect to 
push the work and forge ahead 
rapidly.”

They retail in the country at from less 
than a cent to 2 cents apiece, and they 
are among the most hearty of all the 
fruit-food products. Perhaps only ap- 
ples can be compared to tne banana 
in the quantity used, in the cheapness 
of the food, in its power to sustain 
life, and in its health-giving qualities 

There is none of this fruit produced 
in the United States, and therefore the 
importations compete. with no home 
producer. According to the principle 
followed in levying duties for fits 
years in America, bananas have prop- 
erly come in duty-free. 

It is one of the vagaries of the party 
now in power to propose a change in 
this custom, and to levy duties on ba- 
nanas. If the contention of that party 
be true, that the duty increases the cost 
of a commodity to the consumer, then 
the effect of this proposal will be to 
increase the price of bananas. What 
good is to come of this radical change 
is a very dark secret to most minds, 
unless it be to raise revenue and pre- 
vent a deficit in the treasury produced 
by the taking of duty off of wool and 
sugar, imports of which commodities 
do directly and gravely compete with 
American industries. 

If the administration at Washington 
would only turn its attention to the 
trust which controls the banana mar- 
ket, break that up and allow free com- 
petition in the importation of Dananas, 
the fruit might be sold at half a cent 
apiece, or even less 1n most markets in 
the country, and the good effect to 
the people as a whole would be very 
large.

N THE eyes of many people the most 
| encouraging thing about the development 

of the Great Southwest at the present 
time is the provision being made for edu- 
cation. The school board of the city of 
Los Angeles asks for $4,000,000 for new 
schools for the coming year. The city of 
Fresno asks for $400,000, and Glendale, a 
suburb of Los Angeles, wants $100,000 for 
new educational buildings. So it goes 
throughout every city and town, large and 
small, all through the Great Southwest. 


Skidoo, Pessimists! 


HERE is no room for pessimism in the 

heart of any one dwelling in the Great 
Southwest, and this is the most uncomfort- 
able place in the world for the pessimist 
to attempt to live. Of all undesirable citi- 
zens he is the most so. The Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad is planning to make improve- 
ments in its lines through Arizona and Calli- 
fornia by spending $10,000,000 from earn- 
ings, in addition to $30,000,000 to be realized 
from a bond issue. The E) Paso and South- 
western Railroad is planning an extension 
of its lines from Tucson to Phoenix, 135 
miles, The Denver and Salt Lake, successor 
to the Denver, Northwestern and Pacific, is 
planning to use $25,000,000 on the Utah ex- 
tension. Right near Los Angeles the Pa- 
cific Electric will at once build a shorter 
road to Santa Monica and the beach at an 
expense of $175,000 for construction and 
$250,000 for equipment. The city of Los 
Angeles in six months shows an expendi- 
ture of $18,000,000 in the construction of 
8692 buildings. This is the largest record 
of any six months in the history of the city. 
lf we take the fiscal year, twelve months 
ended June 30, the building permits issued 
in Los Angeles number a little over 17,270, 
and the money spent would reach $34,000,- 
io. The bank clearings keep pace in their 
increase with the building and other devel- 
opment, showing for the month of June total 
clearings ef $92,000,000, which is avout 
33,000,000 more than the record for June a 
year ago, and yet the month was a slack 
one in banking compared to the other 
months of the current year. For the year 
1912 the value of the mineral output in the 
State of California was $90,000,000. This 
mineral wealth is scattered over every 
county in the State. Around Bisbee, Ariz., 
5000 men are constantly employed by the 
mining companies operating in that section, 
the Copper Queen Company leading with 
2800 employees. 


The Southwestern Fruit Crop. 


N THE short orange crop of this season 
l the California citrus fruit growers stand 
to lose $10,000,000 or perhaps more. Yet 
there are sections where the short crop will 
result in no fimancial loss whatever. At 
tbe city of Orange in the county of the 
same name oranges are bringing from $4 to 
$6.50, and lemons as high as $7 a box, Every- 
thing in that section of the State shows 
every sign of prosperity. It is a small city, 
but it is spending $90,000 in street improve- 
ment, $50,000 in a High School, and the 
Lutheran people are planning to spend 
$25,000 in a new church. At Pomona the 
fruit cannery is busy on apricots, one grow- 
er shipping 200 tons, and as in places the 
crop is bringing $100 a ton, the growers are 
making good money. After the apricots will 
follow peaches, and the cannery has already 
contracted for 2000 tons. So the Hemet fac- 
tory is running wide open and giving em- 
ployment to 300 people, expecting to can 
20 tons of apricots, which at the prices 
going is estimated to mean $90,000 for the 
crop. There will follow the delivery of 
2000 tons of peaches at $50,000. So the 
growers will receive from these two crops 
$140,000. On top of this will come the al- 
falfa crop worth $15,000, and grain another 
$15,000. The farmers there have olives, 
honey, apples and other fruit crops, pota- 
tces and other vegetable crops, and they 
are anything but lacking in prosperity.

Mr. Runke was followed by Mr. Olberg, 
who made a short statement of the work 
necessary to install this system and others 
that are being put in under Mr. Olberg’s 
direction on other reservations. 

Then Father Peter of San Luis Rey read 
® most thteresting paper relating how the 
Franciscan Frailes had carried on their 
wonderful missionary labors among the 
Indians of this Coast, labors that had been 
interrupted when the Mexican government 
had taken away the great properties held 
by the church; and reminding the Indians 
of Pala how fortunate they are to be able to 
worship in so antique and interesting a 
church, with a priest to attend to their 
every spiritual need. 

The water was then turned into the ditch 
and Father Peter blessed it with a most 
impressive ceremony as it flowed before 
him. After the little school-girls had sung 
“America” and the “Star Spangled Banner” 
the people adjourned to the river bottom to 
partake of a generous barbecue. 

Only those who have been present at a 
real western barbecue can understand the

women of the reservation were enlisted as 
assistants and the toothsome viands were 
distributed on paper plates among the mul- 
titude until nearly 1000 people had been 
fed. The assemblage then took positions 
to watch Indian games; pelota, which is 
similar to hockey or shinney and gome, a 
game that I have never known to be played 
by whites. A course of one mile is marked 
off, straight-away if possible. The players 
take their positions barefoot, and a hard- 
wood ball, about the size of a baseball, is 
tossed to each one. Each man kicks his 
ball with bare feet to the end of the eourse 
and back, a distance of two miles. 

A feature of this celebration that was 
very noticeable was the high character of 
the white visitors. It is, unfortunately, too 
often the case that a fiesta on an Indian 
reservation attracts many white rowdies, 
but on this occasion that element was en- 
tirely lacking. 

Pala is an Indian word meaning water, so 


it is very appropriate that the inbabitants 
of the valley should have an abundance of 
the necessary fluid, and that blessing they 
will now enjoy, for besides this system on 
the north side of the river there is another 
that covers 300 acres on the south side. 
That system was put in by the govern- 
ment soon after the Indians were brought 
to the valley from Agua Caliente, and is 
entirely a gravity flow, being taken from 
the river at about the height from which

It is the kind of love that con- 
nects humanity with its creator. 

That beautiful system of philosophy from 
which the quotation above comes was in- 
stituted by the “‘lion of the tribe of Judah” 
and propagated by the most aquiline human 
being that ever lived. The foundation of 
that philosophy is the human virtue de- 
clared above to be the greatest of all, love. 
And it was love that carried that philosophy 
all over the world and won all the best of 
the human races to adapt it and try to fol- 
low it, breaking down the philosophies of 
Athens as well as the weaker schools of 
Corinth, Sparta and Rome. 

This is what puzzles the Eagle in refiect- 
ing upon human beings and their conduct, 
that when they get some excellent way of 
living they do not cherish it, but are too in- 
clined to give it up. 

In a way this system of philosophy holds 
sway today over more people and more per- 
fectly over them than ever before. But 
there is a school of thought among you hu- 


mans that is growing more powerful every 


day, and that is directly contrary to the 
teachings of the philosophy of the apostle 
Paul and subversive even of the existence 
of his greatest virtue in the human heart 
at all. 


The Eagle sits upon his aerie at the top 
of the great granite tower and hears the 
murmurings of tho world. There is no 
human sentiment which does not pass by 
his ears, coming by wireless and by wires 


from the great centers of population and 


civilization and from the most savage re 
Bions of the world. And the Eagle wants to 
tell you what appears to him to be the new 
evangel being preached by a great many 
of the people that you not only call leaders, 


but make them so by following them. 


If some great apostie of this new philoso- 
phy were to write a eulogy of the virtues, 
so called, of his school similar to that of 
Paul on the three great Christian virtues it 
would run like this: “And now run ram- 
pant in the world censoriousness, malignity 
and hate, and the greatest of these is hate.” 
From all quarters of the world come echoes 
of this new philosophy working with un- 
usual activity in the minds and souls of 
human beings. Those who manifest this 
new philosophy crystallized in these new 
virtues are all reformers. They are the 
most advanced, progressive and factious of 
all the human beings of the day in which 
we are living. ‘They are more like Saul 
before he saw the light upon the desert, and 
the scales fell from his eyes as he went 
“breathing out threatenings” and  haling 
men and women before the bar of judgment 
where they were sure to be punished than 
they are like Paul after that light shone 
upon his soul and enabled him to see the 
truth. 

The world in former times criticised the 
church bitterly for its bigotry, lack of sym- 
pathy and disposition to condemn those who 
differed from the teachings of the hie 
rarchy. Profane history is very severe 
upon the “holy office” that condemned men 
to the stake for opinions, and rightly so, 
too. 

But the churches have cultivated the 
spirit of love so highly recommended by 
the apostle, and live together in peace and 


harmony most admirably in our days. Time| 


was, even as late as fifty years ago, when 
you could scarcely go into a Christian con- 
venticle and not have the serenity of your 
mind disturbed and the peace of the Sab- 


bath morning broken by_a discourse from 


the pulpit made up mostly of bitter invec- 
tives against somebody who did not thin 
just as the speaker saw things, and with 
harsh consoriousness as to the lives of fel- 
low Christians. Today you may go into the 
temples of the Most High two or even three 
times every Sunday in the year and never 
hear a bigoted opinion expressed nor a 
word of harsh criticism on any other broth- 
er’s views or conduct. The churches today 
seem to have acquired faith in humanity, 
hope in God and love for their fellows. And 
they seem to realize as the apostle did that 
the greatest of the virtues is love. 


You go into legislative halls or approach 
the seats of the mighty in political power 
today, and there you hear the other trinity 
of alleged virtues and see the spirit they 
embody manifested in everything that is 
said. Censoriousness, malignity and 
hate, and the greatest of these is 
hate, is the creed and decalogue, the 
shorter and longer member of cate 
chism, the thirty-nine articles, and the 
whole body of divinity taught by political 
schools of our day. A member of one party 
can scarcely speak of a member of 
the other without manifesting bitter 
censoriousness, gross malignity and hate 
that seems to spring from the very 
pit. It is the newest schools in po 
litical philosophy that manifest this 
dubious trinity of virtues most frequently 
and in greatest degree. It is the progres- 
sive, the advanced school of thought in polli- 
tics, that indulges this spirit most, and it 
is the most renowned leaders of the school 
that indulge the spirit to the top of their 
bent. 


It was really refreshing to the weary 
ears of the Eagle, tired of this new philoso 
phy of censoriousness, malignity and hate, 
the other night to hear a little story run in 
over The Times wireless to be published 
the next day in the columns of the paper.

Editor Lawyer. 


It is somewhat more than thirty years 
since I first began doing newspaper work 
in Los Angeles on an evening paper. The 
editor under whom I worked had some dis- 
agreement with the owner of the paper, and 
severed his connection with it. The next 
morning when I entered the office I found 
a new superior ready to boss me. I was 
about 40 years old, and my superior officer 
was little more than half that age. We 
worked together for about a year, doing all 
the work every kind on the journal in 
the way literary effort, and split nearly 
every task fairly between us. This team 
work went|so far as to choose a subject for 
a leading editorial, divide it into half a 
dozen — and take alternate sections of 
it when e was short and the foreman 
of the composing-room clamoring for copy 
to close u his forms and go to press. 
These patchwork editorials dovetailed so 
perfectly that the readers never suspected 
that it was the work of more than one hand 
nor the emanation of more than one mind. 

This young boss of mine who controlled 
the destinies of the daily paper at a period 
of such tender years is today a leading at- 
torney of the city of Los Angeles, success- 
ful in his profession as he was as an editor. 
When we entered upon the editorial work 
together, the pressman was running off of 
an old Taylor press 500 copies a day, and 
at the end of our united efforts eight or ten 
months later the edition numbered about 
650. As the growth of the population was 
almost nothing, the increased circulation 
was something to be proud of. 

George Jules Denis was born in New Or- 
leans June 20, 1859. His father was a very 
distinguished member of the Creole City 
known as Henry Denis and his mother was 
Georgine Cenas before her marriage. 

From his fifth to his fourteenth year 
George J. Denis spent the time in France, 
where he received his rudimentary educa- 
tion in the Cibot-Melin Institute at Paris. 
Then he returned to America and attended 
the Beechwood Academy at Osyka, Miss., 
and the Christian Brothers’ School at Pass 
Christian, Miss. He was graduated in 1878 
with the degree of Bachelor of Arts from 
the Washington and Lee University at Lex- 
ington, Va., and-in 1880 from the law school 
of the Tulane University, New Orleans. 
Admitted to the bar, he practiced law for a 


couple of years. Then in 1882, coming to 
Los Angeles, he joined The Times staff as 
a reporter. In less than a year he was re- 
porting on the Herald, and in that connec- 
tion reported the great Tehachepi train 
wreck, the greatest journalistic event in Los 
Angeles up to that time. It was from the 
Herald office that he came over as editor of 
the Express, the two papers being owned 
by the same persons and practically pub- 
lished in the same office. This was in May, 
1884, and after about a year he resumed 
the practice of the law. He had been a law 
clerk in the office of 8S. C. Hubbell. 

In 1885 and 1886 he was assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney of Los Angeles county, and 
in 1888 and 1889 was United States District 
Attorney by the appointment of President 
Cleveland. In connection with this office 
and being allied with Joseph H. Call, Mr. 
Denis recovered for the United States a 
million acres of land from the Southern 
Pacific Company. From 1893 to 1897 in 
Mr. Cleveland’s second administration as 
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States District Attorney, and managed all 
the prosecutions under the Geary Chinese 
exclusion act. It was during this time that 
the great Debs railroad strike occurred, and 
Mr. Denis obtained the only conviction se- 
cured from a jury in connection with these 
disturbances. He also managed the famous 
case in admiralty law known as the Itata 
case, involving a steamship owned by the 
Peruvian government. It was a compli- 
cated case, and Mr. Denis conducted it with 

From 1889 to 1903 he served as a member 
of the Code Commission, revising the laws 
of California. 

As early as 1886 George Denis formed a 
partnership in the law with Max Lowenthal, 
and that still exists. For. years the firm 
has been attorneys for the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, and in 1907 ob- 
tained a judgment against the California 
Development Company for $1,500,000. 

November 30, 1885, George Jules Denis 
married Miss Alberta Johnston, daughter 
of Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston, the famous 
Confederate general, They had one daugh- 
ter, a lovely girl, whose recent death was a 
great berpavement to both her parents. 

Mr. Denis is a member of the California 
Club, of the Annandale Country Club and of 
the Los Angeles Country Club.

A Distinguished Native Son. 


The Democratic party having come into 
power in national affairs, has the pie coun- 
ter under its hand, and well supplied with 
ple.

The fol- 
lowing sketch relates briefly the story of 
one whom the writer considers worthy. 

Benjamin F. Bledsoe (of course the F. 
stands for Franklin) is at present judge of 
the Superior Court of San Bernardino 
county, and is spoken of with cordial appro- 
bation as a possible candidate for a Federal 
judgeship. 

He is a young man, a native son, and a 
good lawyer. He was born at San Bernar- 
dino February 8, 1874, and has lived in his 
native town all his life. His father was Rob- 
ert E. Bledsoe, and he is a descendant of 
the Hon. Jesse Bledsoe, once United States 
Senator from the State of Kentucky. 

Benjamin F. Bledsoe attended the public 
schools of San Bernardino, graduating 
therefrom in 1891, then entered Stanford 
University, graduating from there in 1896. 
His father was a lawyer, and so being ad- 
mitted to the bar he became his father’s 
partner. until 1901, when he was elected 
judge of the Superior Court, and was re- 
elected in 1906. In the State primary elec- 
tion in 1910 he was nominated for the 
office of Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court, and at the last election was elected 
to the Superior bench in his own county 
again. 

December 25, 1899, Lawyer Bledsoe mar- 
ried Miss Katharine Marvin Shepler, and 
the result of the union is two daughters, 
Barbara Shepler Bledsoe and Frances Pris- 
cilla Bledsoe. 

Judge Bledsoe takes an interest in affairs 
in his home town, and is a director in the 
Farmers’ Exchange National Bank at San 
Bernardino and of the Golden State Life 
Insurance Company of Los Angeles. From 
1898 to 1900 he was United States referee 
in bankruptcy in his home town. He has 


been for years a member of the board of 


library trustees, and also president of that 
body. Sometime ago he was elected presi- 
dent of the Alumni Association of Stanford 
University. 

He is a Knight of Pythias and has been 
Grand Chancellor of the order, is a Mason, 
and has been Grand Orator of the Grand 
Lodge; is a Knight Templar and has been 
Grand Warder. He is a member of the 
Delta Upsilon and Phi Delta Phi fraterni- 
ties and of the University Club of Los An- 
geles.

Reginaldo Francisco del Valle was. born 
in Los Angeles on December 15, 1854. His 
father was one of the best-known of the 
old-timers, Ygnacio del Valle, and his 
mother was Ysabel Varela before her mar. 
riage. 

The boy was entered at St. Vincent's Col- 
lege in 1867, remained until 1871, when he 
went to Santa Clara College. From there 
he was graduated in 1873. 

Having been graduated from college, Mr. 
Del Valle studied law with one of the best 
law firms in San Francisco, and being admit- 
ted to the bar, came to Los Angeles to 
practice his profession. He took an inter- 
est in politics, and in 1879 was elected to 
the Assembly of California, and re-elected 
in 1880. In the same year he was a Presi- 
dential elector when Gen. Hancock was the 
Democratic nominee for the Presidency. 

In 1882 R. F. Del Valle was elected Sena- 
tor from Los Angeles county, and served 
four years, being president pro tem. In 
1884 he was the Democratic nominee for 
Congress from the district of California 
which reached from San Jose to San Diego, 
but was beaten by H. H. Markham. 

In 1888 he served as chairman of the 
Democratic State Convention in Los Ange- 
les. In 1890 he ran for Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. In 1892 he was chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions of the State conven- 
tion at Fresno. In 1893 he was admitted 
to practice before the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and in 1894 was again 
chairman of the Democratic State Conven- 
tion which met at Sacramento. Mr. Del 
Valle has been in every State convention 
of his party for more than thirty years, 
and has been all these years an effective 
campaign speaker. In 1900 he was a dele- 
gate to the Democratic National Conven- 
tion at Kansas City. In the city he has 
served as a member of the Public Service 
Commission in charge of the water depart- 
ment. 

September 2, 1890, Mr. Del Valle married 
Helen M. White Caystile in San Francisco. 
They have one child, Miss Lucretia Louise 
del Valle, who is the leading lady in the 
Mission Play.

OF PROFIT AND LOSS. 


FAKE SYNDICATES.-GOOD APVICE FROM 
UNCLE SAM'S AGENTS--BIG MONEY FOR 
DENTIST—TROPICAL AGRICULTURE-—THE 
RISK IN RUBBER—SOMETHING ABOUT 
GUAYULE—CHICLE, OR HOW MEXICO I8 
WORKING UNCLE 8AM’S JAWS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


S AN LUIS POTOSI (Mex.)—This let- 
ter is devoted to the small man in 
Mexico. It is not for the railroad 
magnate or the millionaire capitalist nor 
the skilled mining or civil engineer who 
is sent down over the border with money 
to burn. It is for the would-be settler who 
has a few hundred or a few thousand dol- 
lars and for the man who has saved some 
money and hopes to plant it where it will 
breed gold dollars more rapidly than the 
rabbits of Australia bring forth their young. 
To such Mexico has been painted as an 
El Dorado, whose treasure vaults may be 
opened as easily as was the cave of the 
Forty Thieves to our old friend Ali Baba, 
and also as a Garden of Eden, where you 
may sow coffee, cocoanuts and bananas and 
then lie in the shade of the trees until the 
fruit drops into your mouth. 
The truth is far different. Just now, in 
- these days of rebellion, brigandage and po- 
litical unrest, there is no chance at all for 
the small man. When the country is quiet 
and peace has returned it will be different, 
and, as I shall show farther on, the oppor- 
tunities for large profits will probably be 
greater than in the United States. Mexico 
is ready for a mighty development and 
there are millions of American dollars 
which will roll down over the border as 
soon as our capitalists can be sure that 
they will be permanently safe. One of the 
Consuls tells me that during the last years 
of the Diag regime new money was coming 
in by the tens of thousands of dollars a 
day. This money was dammed back by 
the revolutionary troubles and it only 
awaits stable conditions to break forth in 
a tidal wave over the republic. If this is‘ 
so it will pay the big man and the little 
man to keep his eyes upon Mexico. 


Lost Money in Mexico. 


But, as I have suggested, it will pay the 
small man to watch out. I have been look- 
ing into the results of the small invest- 
ments of the past. Americans tell me of 
thousands of our people who have put their 
little savings into Mexican stock compa- 
nies, and have gotten nothing back. This 
is the verdict of our Consuls, of mining ep- 
gineers and of American business men who 
have traveled over the country. The op 
portunities are here, but the field has been 
largely exploited by fake companies and 
stock-jobbing syndicates. These men, by 
promising enormous returns, have per- 
suaded the small man to invest what he 
had and to mortgage his future for addi- 
tional sums, to be paid on monthly install- 
ments. Most of such companies have 
failed, and many of them have been fakes, 
pure and simple. The bona fide capitalists 
here are satisfied with 10 or 15 per cent. 
profit, and if there were many investments 
which would net them 100 per cent. they 
would grab them. This is so not only of 
mines, but of tropical agriculture, and it is 
safe to say that any man who promises 500 
per cent. profit within five or ten years is 
a fraud. 


Advice From Uncle Sam's Agents. 


Or- of the most careful observers of the 

men sent here by the government is 

Charles M. Pepper, who was long a corre 

spondent of the Chicago Tribune. In a re 

port to Congress he stated that no Ameri- 

P can school teacher, clerk, day laborer, 
seamstress or college professor, who had 
only a few hundred dollars of savings, had 
any right to risk them in a Mexican stock 
company, especially in those relating to 
tropical plantations. He advised them to 
take their little hordes, and throw them 
into the sea and leave a record of the place 
where the bubbles came up for their grand- 
children rather than to put them into such 
companies, with the hope that they would 
ever come back to them or their grandchil- 
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savings, should invest in Mexico without a 
report from parties whom he knews to be 
reliable. Better still would it be for him 
to come here to see before he buys. Big 
names do not always mean reliability of 
Statement and the so-called government 
concessions for the investment of capital 
lapse if the development stipulated in them 
fails. When one buys real estate at home 
he always looks into the title, and the same 
should be done in any foreign speculation, 
and especially when the title comes from 
a foreigner. 


The Frontier of the United States. 


On the other hand, Mexico is now to take 
the part of our great West. It is to be the 
frontier of the United States, and with set- 
tled conditions the big estates will gradu- 
ally be divided. Many of them will go into 
the hands of bona fide development com- 
panies and will be accessible to American 
settlers. Such will be the Mexican part 
of the Imperial Valley which is to have its 
share of the waters of the Colorado River 
for irrigation. The lands there are as rich 
as the Valley of the Nile and quite equal 
to those now being worked in the United 
States. 

There are also large tracts of low- 
lands near the coast which will be opened 
to the growing of coffee and bananas and 
other tropical fruits, and there are already 
some profitable tropical estates operated 
by American syndicates. Just before the 
revolutionary troubles began American 
planters were coming in by the hundreds, 
and settling the coast lands near the Carib- 
bean Sea. Many had holdings near Tam- 
pico, others had bought timber lands far- 
ther south, some were prospecting for 
petroleum and some were looking up rub- 
ber investments. 

I say there were many of these invest- 

ors. The term is only comparative. The 
permanent American residents of Mexico 
at that time were not more thar 40,000, 
whichis a small number compared with 
the total population here, which is about 
16,000,000. Today thousands of these 
Americans have left. Others have stayed 
and sent their families home, and still 
others have given up in despair on account 
of the unsettled conditions. Indeed, I doubt 
that there are more than 15,000 or 20,000 
Americans living in Mexico today. 
There is no opportunity for a young man 
here without capital, and it seems to me 
there will be but little for a long time to 
come. The common labor is done by the 
Indian, who works for one-third or one 
fifth what the ordinary day laborer of the 
United States receives, and the wages of 
mechanics are not one-third those of the 
United States. There are no chances for 
clerks or petty book-keepers. There are 
many young Mexicans who can keep books, 
and they can sell goods as well as we can 
and will do it at one-third our wages. 

It is only skilled labor and special ability 
that command high prices. I refer to such 
professions as engineering and those of the 
electrical and mining experts. Such men 
are in demand, and if they can speak Span- 
ish they can find plenty to do. 


Big Money for Dentists. 


As to professional men, Mexico has ite 
own doctors and lawyers. It has a smat- 
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day: 

“I made $5000 the first year I came 
here, and my receipts now are about $1000 
a month. I can charge bigger prices than 
at home, and I have gotten as much as $100 
for a full set of teeth upon rubber. When- 
ever I administer gas | charge $10 for pull- 
ing a tooth, although when ! yank out half 
a dozen I reduce that rate to $5 for each 
tooth after the first. In gold fillings my 
prices are $5 and upward, according to the 
size of the cavity and the bank account of 
the man who has his teeth filled. I get big 
money for bridgework, and I have made 
$500 and upward out of a single mouth.” 

This dentist spoke Spanish and he had 
picked up the language after. coming to 
Mexico. | 


A Knowledge of Spanish Necessary. 


As a rule, it is almost impossible to get 
along here with nothing but English, and 
contrary to the general belief, the Spanish 
language is not easy to learn. One can 
pick up a smattering within a few months, 


ibut to get a good working knowledge it re 


quires a year or so of hard study. There 
are some professions in which one must 
have Spanish to enter. This is so of the 
physician, who cannot issue a death certifi- 
cate unless he has a government diploma, 
and of the attorney, who has to pass a reg- 
lar government examination. If an Ameri- 
can would act as a prescription clerk in a 
drug store he must have a diploma from 
the Mexican authorities, and, as to school 
teachers, they can do nothing here without 
understanding and being able to read and 
write Spanish. There are openings for 
good American stenographers who can 
translate and also take down their notes 
in Spanish and English, but many of the 
typewriting places are now being filled with 
native girls who are trained in the female 
schools of Mexico City. I find such girls 
acting as private secretaries in most of the 
government offices, and nearly every pro- 
fessional man has one or more of them.

New Farm Methods Needed. 
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Tropical Agriculture. 
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The best regions are now yielding about 
a quarter of a ton per acre, and although 
the territory where the plant grows is 
large, the area where it can be profitably 
exploited is not as great as that of South 
Carolina. It is found as far north as Texas 
and as far south as Pachuca, in Mexico, 
having a native habitat as large as Califor- 
nia. But it is found only here and there 
growing at varying altitudes and usually on 
stony ground. The rubber in the mer- 
chantable plants ranges from 7 to 19 per 
cent. of the weight, and so far the most of 
the product has been from the wild plants. 
Salvador Madero of Monterey, who is 
largely interested In the industry, tells me 
that attempts to force the ‘growth of the 


crop by irrigation have been failures. The 


| plants thrive, but they yield no rubber to 
speak of. I understand that $60,000,000 is 
now invested in the industry. 


How Mexico Works Uncle Sam's Jaws. 


There is another product here in which 
Americans have been making a great deal 
of money. This is chicle, which forms the 
base of our chewing gums, and of which 
we consume millions of pounds every year. 
Chicle comes from the sap of the sapote 
tree, which is tapped for the purpose. The 
Sap is collected in about the same way as 
that of the sugar maple, save that the 
trees, instead of having holes bored into 
ithem, are cut in V-shaped incisions and the 
‘sap flows out into a trough at the center 
and drops into a pail at the foot of the 


| trunk. 


The chicle trees grow only in the trop- 
ics. They are from forty to fifty feet high 
and they have a pear-like fruit. It costs 
little to take care of them. They are 
planted at about ten feet apart, or about 
400 to the acre, and they should yield at 
eight or ten years. Each tree will produce 
five or six pounds of gum, and if carefully 
tapped should continue to produce for 
twenty years. The chicle industry is now 
conducted by a trust operated under a con- 
cession from the Mexican government. a 
which gets a certain percentage of the 4 
product. In 1919 the exports of the gum 
were in the neighborhood of $2,000 000, and 
it is estimated that In bulk they were suf- 
ficient to have made a Washington Monu- 
ment of solid chewing-cum blocks.

Fascinating Spots. 
RARELY VISITED AND BUT 
LITTLE KNOWN. 


RICH AND RARE PHYSICAL FEATURES AND 
IN HISTORIC INTEREST—THE STORY OF 
THE INDIAN WOMAN ABANDONED ON 
SAN NICHOLAS—WONDERFUL CAVES AND 
MARVELOUS COLORS. 

HE beautiful ocean mountains, known 
as the Santa Barbara Channel Islands, 
although but little known to the many 
people who visit Southern California, are, 
nevertheless, most fascinating among the 
many people who visit Southern Califor- 
nia, are, nevertheless, most fascinating 
among the many beautiful and unexpected 
crannies of the Pacific Coast. One of them, 

Santa Cruz, has been made the setting of 

Vietor Herbert's opera, “Natoma.” The 

other four members of the group are San 

Miguel, Santa Rosa, Anacapa, and, by vir- 

tue of tradition rather than propinquity, 

San Nicholas, much farther south. 

Kach one is a most interesting study in 
itself, and only individual sketches of each 
could do justice to their varied physical 
features, their flora and fauna and the his- 
tory of their former Indian occupancy, only 
hinted at in the relics that have remained. 
It is said that early in the last century the 
inhabitants became practically extermi- 
nated through the bitter wars they were 
constantly waging. 

Grazing, with occasional seal-hunting and 

fishing, is the chief commercial feature of 
these islands, and the only regular trips 
made to them from the mainland are the 
provision boats sent out to supply the care- 
takers. The only way, then, to explore 
them is to engage a launch and set out for 
one’s self. No better way, indeed, could be 
devised for carrying out one’s purpose, for, 
wi chosen company, and a genial captain 
direct the way, the trammels of sched- 
ules are left behind and the boat stops here 
or there as one wills, forgetful that there 
is anywhere a world of men or time or 
work. 


At Best in Summer. 


A satisfactory trip can be counted on 
only in summer because of the strong winds 
that are likely to swoop down upon the 
channel from the north and west at other 
seasons. These winds are felt almost con- 
stantly at the west end of the group, and 
the swing around Point Concepcion seems 
to lend violence to the momentum already 
gained. 

San Miguel the westernmost island, is 
about seven and one-half miles long and 
two and one-half miles wide, covered with 
low hills that furnish pasture for several 
thousand sheep. An abundance of fresh 
water is found here and on the other islands 
also, except Anacapa. There is practically 
always a sand-laden wind that works con- 
stant change and havoc. Where a wagon 
trail was made across the island some years 
ago the wind has entirely destroyed the 
vegetation and the depleted strip must al- | 
ways remain a bare scar. If the sheep crop’ 
the shore-growth too closely the increase of 
drifting sand is markedly noticeable. The 
first ranch house and barn, situated in a 

- gheltered little canyon near the beach, were 
eutirely buried in a single day by a 
terrific sandstorm; and the present house, 
built higher up, on a cliff, has porthole 
doors for windows on the west because of 
the disastrous action of the driving sand 
upon ordinary glass. 

San Nicholas, at the other extreme of 
the group, a little larger than San Miguel, 
is a fairly level plateau rising 200 or more 
feet from the sea, but, like San Miguel, it 
is too far out to be visible from the main- 
land. There is abundant water and the 
island is kept well stocked with sheep. 


The Lone Woman. 


The human interest in San Nicholas, and 
the feature most commonly mentioned, per- 
haps, in connection with it, is the story of 
the abandoned Indian woman, left there 
alone for eighteen years and finally res- 
cued by some white men who went to in- 
vestigate the persistent rumors of human 
occupancy of the island. The account runs 
that the natives were being taken to the 
Santa Barbara Mission where subsistence 


as the boat was about to push off, one of 
the women missed her infant and made so 
long a search for it that the captain, see 
ing a storm approaching, refused to wait 
longer, and set sail. The boat, the only 
one in these waters, was wrecked a little 
later, and thus both fate and neglect com- 
bined most cruelly against the poor woman 
whose only crime was mother-love. Legend 
has it that the babe was finally found by 
the mother, half-eaten by the wild dogs 
that infested the island. When the woman 
was at last brought to Santa Barbara no 
one could be found who could understand 
her language, and she lived only a short 
time after her rescue, brought unromantic- 
ally to her end by over-indulgence in too 
rich table fare. 

Anacapa, Santa Rosa and Santa Cruz are 
the beautiful trio of mountains in full view 
of the mainland. 


Somber Deceiver. 


Anacapa, “The Deceiver,” is said to have 
been so named by the Indians because of 
the remarkably deceptive tricks played by 
the mirages that find its barren, shaley 
cliffs a favorite playground. It is a somber 
rather than a gay deceiver, however, with 
its all-but-shoreless sides and crumbling 
little rock islands at the east, and an ap 
propriation has recently been made by the 
government for a lighthouse here. There 
are only two tiny beaches on the island, 
and the one spring of fresh water is in a 
large cave that can be reached only at low 
tide. Although its fifteen-mile shore line 
is so forbidding, the top of the island, ris- 
ing to a height of almost a thousand feet in 
some places, nourishes a rich pasturage, 
and a few hundred sheep are maintained 
there, getting their water from the vege 
tation and the heavy dew that forms on it 
every night. 

Santa Rosa is the largest island of the 
group, blocky in shape, with about 53,000 
square acres, and it is the most valuable 
commercially, though it is, perhaps, of the 
least general interest to the novelty hunter. 
The coast characteristics are much the 
same as those of the mainland, with the 
mountains inland, affording fine pasture for 


An enthusiastic visitor described it as a 
typical western cattle ranch, with cowboy 
life in full swing. 

Nearer inland, less than thirty miles from 
Santa Barbara, and slightly overlapping 
Santa Rosa as seen from the mainiand, is 
Santa Cruz, the most accessible and the 
most beautiful of them all. It lies almost 
due south from the city of Santa Barbara, 
and the mountains rising to a height of 
over 2000 feet, are really imposing even 
from shore; but, when one cruises along- 
side and perceives the sheerness of their 
ascent from far below the water line, the 
impression is greatly deepened. 

There is comparatively little shore in its 
twenty-five miles of length, but a number 
of diminutive canyons open down from 
the mountains and form pebbly little ap- 
proaches where rowboats may land. One 
broader spot of beach toward the east end, 
called Prisoners’ Harbor, boasts a wharf, 
but this is private property, and the chance 
traveler must land by means of a rowboat. 
At the far east end a number of detached 
rocks form little islands where swarms of 
seagulls rear their young, and in the quiet 
waters toward the main island there are 
very beautiful marine gardens, brilliant 
with the many-colored kelps, the hiding- 
places of gorgeous goldfish, grotesquely ex- 
aggregated by the refracted sun rays. 


Santa Cruz, its Cliffe and Caves. 


As one cruises west the cliffs become more 
jagged and seals are frequently seen sun- 
ning themselves on the wet, slippery rocks. 
Higher up there are many narrow sheep 
trails, nearly perpendicular in places, and 
they appear to be entirely impossible of 
ascent for man or beast. A thrilling rescue 
of a sheep was once made by some men 
who chanced to safl by a certain cliff 
where a too-venturesome animal had found 
its way to a very narrow ledge a little dis- 
tance above the water. Retreat was im- 
possible, for the path was too narrow to 
permit it to turn around and the only al- 
ternative was the cruel water below. The 
frightened and nearly-exhausted sheep was

Continuing west, the water's edge is 
punctuated with many caves, a very 
marked characteristic of the island. They 
are of all sizes and shapes, some with sMall 
beaches, some with only water for a floor. 
One of them can be entered to a distance 
of over 2000 feet. At one of the most pic 
turesque breaks in the mountain wall of the 
island a series of arched, sand-paved vesti- 
bules carved out of a low spur of the moun- 
tain form a stately entrance to the little 
beach known as Valdez Harbor. A few 
hundred yards back from the water one 
finds a small canyon with fern-grown banks 
on either side of a cool, bubbling stream 
of water, shaded from above by live oaks 
and brightened by a dash of the orange- 
velvet mimulus that loves a haunt like this. 
The most remarkable of the many caves 
of Santa Cruz is what is known as the 
Painted Cave, toward the west end. It has 
a triangular opening in the high, jagged 
cliffs about a hundred feet both at base and 
in altitude, allowing a good-sized vessel to 
enter. From here one may explore the re- 
mainder of the cave in a rowboat. One's 
sensations upon looking around are hard to 
describe: its dimensions, the absolute tran- 
quillity of the place, the water birds float- 
ing placidly about, the occasional heavy 
booming from far in the interior, and then, 
everywhere, the wonderful beautiful, nat- 
ural coloring—all these things press almost 
overwhelmingly upon the senses. 


Beauteous Coloring. | 


A wainscoting of old-rose borders, the base 
to a height of four or five feet in fine con- 
trast to the subtle shadings of above 
it. Now, for the first time, ps, the 
real architectural beauty is fred in 
the receding arches of rock that lead to the 
back of the cave. The brown tones are ap 
parent here, shading into yellows with even 
an occasional splash of red. Beyond the 
third arch, perhaps 500 or 600 feet from the 
opening of the cave, there is an abrupt turn 
to the west, or right, and one finds himself 
paddling along into awful, impenetrable 
blackness of darkness, coming into terrify-

ing proximity to the roar of the air pockets 
wrenching themselves free from the com- 
pressing force of the gently surging water. 
It sometimes happens that, as the boat 
nearly reaches the limit of the cave 200 
feet further on, a startled sea lion gives a 
mighty bellow and plunges precipitously 
into the water from a ledge of rock near by. 
Then is the time one doesn’t care to ex- 
plore the tiny beach where it is possible to 
land, but begs the boatman to pull back to 
the waiting launch. 

The cave can be entered only on a quiet 
day, for a rough sea would make short 
work of even the _ stoutest launch against 
the rocks. To gain the finest effect for 
color and impressiveness, the middle morn- 
ing of a clear day is the most satisfactory 
time. Later in the day the tones seem 
duller and the weaker light fails to define 
clearly the vaulted ceiling and the beauti- 
ful perspective of the arches. 


“Cave of the Winds.” 


At the far western end of the island there 
is another large cave suggestively named 
the “Cave of the Winds,” but the water is 
not quiet enough to allow an entrance. 

The south side of Santa Cruz is less pre 
cipitous than the north and there is, ac- 
cordingty, less opportunity for the cliffs 
and caves found on the other side. There 
is one cave, however, that must not be 
passed by without mention, and this isthe 
Crystal Cave, perilous of entrance, but of 
great beauty in the abundance of its stalac- 
tites and stalagmites. 4 - 

The general siope of the surface of the 
island is toward the open ocean, and the 
most of the grazing land is found beyond 
the high range of the north side.

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House’ Colors. 
SHOULD BLEND IN HARMONY 
WITH SURROUNDINGS. 

LL dwellings of the present day are 
J to as great an extent as 

those of any age since man first 
builded, but we need not add to their con- 
spicuousness by inharmonious colors in 
paints and stains. Nature gives us soft 
colors and tints and these we should strive 
to imitate in the exterior adornment of all 
buildings: 

During the long cloudless days of sum- 
mer nothing in local landscapes is more 
offensive or harsher to the eyes of the 
writer than glaring white. Softened or 
warmed into creamy white the “glare” dis- 
appears and a softness is manifested in 
its stead. Pure yellow is equally harsh, 
and should be toned down to buff or a 
straw color. Greens are warmed by the 
addition of red, and so are stones and 
slates. Where mountains, bills, and plains, 
rocks, tree trunks, weathered lumber and 
a host of natural examples may be seen on 
all sides, it should not prove a serious task 
to choose a shade that harmoniously blends 
with immediate natural surroundings. 

Perhaps some captious critics will say 
that sky-blue is natural and, from the 
writer's standpoint a fitting color for ex- 
terior decoration. For obvious reasons such 
a course in coloring is not advised or even 
suggested any more than that we should 
seek to imitate the blackness of a thunder- 
cloud or the bronze of the setting sun. 
Such colors and shades will do for neck- 
ties or hair ribbons, but who wishes a coat 
of bronze or trousers of sky-blue! Bright 
colors should be confined to incidentals. 


A Land of Evergreens. 


ECIDUOUS trees in Southern California 

are usually lacking in the brilliant hues 
so strikingly shown in eastern States, and 
this loss is not balanced by any unusual de- 
velopment due to the charming climate of 
our Southland. There are some places 
where a few, or a collection of deciduous 
trees and shrubs may profitably and prop- 
erly be planted, but they should be used 
with caution. Some parts of some houses 
need shade in late summer and early au- 
tumn and the same conditions prevail on 
children’s playgrounds, and here the de- 
ciduous tree finds a welcome founded in 
utility. Nevertheless, Southern California 
is essentially a land of evergreens and for 
evergreens and, except as noted, we should 
confine planting to evergreens. 


| | Distribution of Garden Plants. 


REES and shrubs should largely be con- 

fined to border plantation where home 
grounds are limited in extent. Small 
shrubs may find a fitting place about the 
foundations of residences, but none of suffi- 
cient size to seriously shade any part of the 
building. During the present spring and 
early summer we have had an excess of 
cool, cloudy weather, when all ou. sister 
States to eastward have been sweltering in 
unusual heat. From this contrast it must 
be apparent that we do not need summer 
shade on our dwellings to the same extent 
as elsewhere, or indeed, any at all. Keep 
trees far enough from the house to ailow 
a free circulation of air and the giorious 
beams of the sun to play on your abode 
throughout the year. Overplanting with 
vines is still more dangerous to r*inte 
nance of perfect sanitation. 


Cleaning Stonework. 


N SOME local sections cobble-stones are 

becoming so uncommon and in such de 
mand that they are “mined” or taken in 
whole or part from beneath the soil. These 
too often are soill-stained to an extent that 
largely spoils their natural beauty. Sand 
blasts are most effective in cleaning such 
stones, but if this method is not practical 
a washing with commercial muriatic acid 
will prove quite satisfactory. After wash- 
ing clean with acid if an etched or bush- 
hammer surface is not desired the rocks 
should be washed with a 10 per cent solu- 
tion of carbonate of soda and finally rinsed 
with clean water.

Easy Ways. 
PRODUCING SHELTER AT MIN- 


IMUM EXPENSE. 


The importance of shade in summer for 
fowls and chicks is emphasized in the fol- 
lowing article. Troubles caused by over- 
looking this important consideration and 
how to avoid them are discussed from the 
viewpoint of a student of the subject. The 
writer also suggests methods for provid- 
ing shade, both artificial and natural, at 
minimum expense, by means of awnings, 
trees, vines, etc.

a large majority of poultry-keepers entirely 
overlook. 

Many experienced breeders, as well as 
amateurs, are neglectful in this respect, 
and {ft is well that we all stop to consider 
the question. 

Constant exposure to the direct rays of 
the sun day after day will ruin the strong- 
est and healthiest flocks. It will surely 
make the poultry plant a losing proposi- 
tion, and is very apt to become the indirect 
cause of complete failure. Numerous dis- 
eases are the result of hot-weather condi- 
tions, and in addition to these, which are 
directly traceable to that cause, are many 
which are greatly aggravated by it, Fow!s 
are supject to a trouble which corresponds 
with sunstroke in human beings, and there 
are many sudden deaths in the poultry 
yara which are really cases of sunstroke, 
and which the poultry-keeper cannot ac- 
count for in any manner simply because he 
never gives a thoughtfto the real cause. 

The heat has a general debilitating effect 
upon the fowls, and this is usually evi- 
denced by various forms of fatal bowel 


}? ROVIDING shade for the fowls and 


_ trouble, all of which are termed cholera by 


*he average person. Real fowl! cholera is 
comparatively rare, but this disease and 
other similar ones may surely be expected 
where there is to be found a combination 
of filthy houses and yards and exposure to 
tie hot sun. 

Cholera Remedy. 


The preparation known as Douglass mix- 
ture is one of the best home remedies for 
cholera and other forms of bowel diseases. 
The recipe is: Sulphuric acid, one-half 
ounce: copperas, one-half pound, and water, 
one-half gallon. A_ tablespoonful of this 
mixture should be placed in the water for 
about ¢ dozen nens daily. Even though the 
fowls escape disease itself, they are unfitted 
for laying, and they ¢rag through the sum- 
mer months in a weakened condition phys 
ically, which is apt to prolong the moulting 
period and retard egg production till late in 
the winter. 

The sun will also actually burn the dell- 
cate shade of coloring in the feathers, and 
the effect of constant exposure to the sun 
and rain will absolutely prevent the growth 
of perfect plumage, even though the birds 
have blue-blooded ancestry back of them. 
This is an important consideration to 
breeders of fancy fowls. 

In the case of little chicks and young 
stock in general, there is even greater need 
for protection than for older fowls. Exces- 
sive heat will take the life and vigor out of 
a “ttle chick, and will stunt the growing 
young stock to such an extent that they will 
never matufe to full size and weight, and 
consequently will be of very little value. 
One of the somewhat common and to some 
people mysterious troubles with chicks in 
summer is the bare condition of the body. 
Oftentimes a chick may be seen that ts al- 
most devoid of plumage, and the skin is 
quite red and very much inflamed. This is 
one of the results of continued exposure to 
the sun. In mild cases, the bird may be 
put into good condition by confining it to 
a coop or protected run and anointing the 
affected parts with carborated vaseline 
once a day, until the skin assumes its nor- 
mal condition, at which time the plumage 
will again begin to grow. Where this treat- 
ment will not remedy the trouble, it is best 
to kill the bird.

Methods of Providing Shade. 


The most primitive method of supplying 
shade, and the one which can be adopted 


when all others are impossible or imprac- 
ticable, is the stake and burlap shelter. 
Simply drive four stakes into the ground, 
forming a square or rectangular inclosure. 
If the inclosure is very large, a fifth stake 
may be driven in the center, or there may 
be three or more stakes on each side and 
opposite each other. Over®**thase stakes 
should be tacked burlap or feed sacks. The 
shelter should be from eighteen to twenty- 
four inches high, according to the size of 
the breed of fowls to be protected. The 
birds should be able to stand erect under it. 
It can be improved upon by covering it with 
small branches of trees or with foliage of 
any kind, which cannot be easily destroyed

For a number of years the breed of fowls 
known as Sicilian Buttercups have ap 
peared in various exhibitions of the United 
States, and, except for their oddity of comb 
and color markings, found little favor.

Rivals Famous Leghorns.

The ob- 
ject of the chapel is to provide a place to 
which the poor can take their dead pending 
burial. No charge will be made. The need 
of this innovation is clear and pressing. 
Thousands of Londoners live in one-roomed 
tenements, and when death occurs are forced 
for the time to live with their dead. There 
are also still about a thousand underground 
rooms occupied by the poor. It is hoped

{New York Sun:] Prof. James Dryden 
in an address before the Utah Farmers’ In- 
stitute said that a short study of the com- 
position of wheat and eggs will explain why 
‘a profitable egg yield cannot be expected 
from wheat alone. The hen fed on wheat 
alone has a surplvs of one material and a 
deficiency of another. In other words, she 
has enough carbohydrates and fat to make 
an egg and a half a day, but has only pro- 
tein enough to make an egg in six days. 
You place the hen in an awkward position 
by feeding her wheat alone. Wheat does 
not contain the egg making materials in 
‘proper proportion. Corn is even worse than 
wheat in this respect. 


[New York Sun:] To be a high-class 
fancier one first must learn to be a good 
poultry raiser. Not one of the big breeders 
came to the front in his first effort, but took 
several years to learn how properly to raise 
the fowls, and they are learning yet. The 
majority of beginners expect to reach this 
stage the first year out. The finished speci- 
men—the prize winner at the leading howe 
of this country—is the result not only of 
breeding or mating, but of experience in the 


proper growing of the fowl.

An easier, yet slower, way-to reduce is 
by the use of the warm-water bath—not hot 
water. Into the bathtub of warm water dis- 
solve one pound of carbonate of soda, or 
one pound of Epsom salts. You should re 
;main in the water from fifteen to twenty 
minutes, during which time you will greatly 
facilitate matters by massaging the portion 
of the body where the reduction is desired. 
The baths should be taken dally. 

Another very pleasant and efficacious way 
is the method fully given in these columns 
several months ago—the alternating use of 
the Kissingen and Vichy effervescent salts. 

You should aim to get and then to keep 
the body as nearly normal as possible— 
neither too lean nor too fat. Excessive fat 
is a disease and the danger lies in the fact 
that the circulation is impeded. When an 
organ is called upon to do any work it re 
quires 80 per cent. more blood than when 
it is at rest. Every exertion, therefore, 
necessitates an alteration in the distribu- 
tion of the blood to which fat stands as a 
hindrance, blocking the way so that the 
blood cannot flow in sufficient quantity te 
the parts that requires it. 


Japanese Rules of Health. 


NTERESTING rules have been recently 

formulated by the Japanese government 
and distributed among the people in pam- 
phiet form. Here are eleven of them. I 
. would especially call attention to the first, 
filth, sixth, seventh (for the few who can 
so command their time,) eighth (by all 
means,) ninth (I surely must indorse, as I 
am guilty.) In the second, meat fs not 
neessary once a day, but if partaken of it 
should not as a rule 6xceed that often, and 
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all objects by means of the crystalline lens, 
The cavity behind this lens is the shutter. 
The eyelid is the drop shuttle. The drap 
ing of the optical dark room is the only 
black membrane in the entire body. This 
miniature camera is self-focusing, self-load- 
ing and self-developing, and takes millions 
of pictures every day in colors and enlarged 
to life size. 

Charts have been prepared—marvelous 
charts—which go to show that the eye has 
729 distinct expressions conveying as many 
distinct shades of meaning. 

The power of color perception is over- 
whelming. To perceive red the retina of 
the eye must receive 395,000,000 vibrations 
in a second; for violet it must respond to 
790,000,000. In our waking moments our 
eyes are bombarded every minute by at 
least 600,000,000 vibrations. 

Our body takes in an average of five and 
a half pounds of food and drink each day, 
which amounts to one ton of solid and 
liquid nourishment annually, so that in sev- 
enty years a man eats and drinks 1000 
times his owu weight. 

Every time we breathe the process is no 
less wonderful. For each 100 muscles are 
employed, 40 per cent: of the muscles of 
the body being active in wonderful co- 
operation in this single act. 

Another marvel of the human body is the 
self-regulation process by which nature 
keeps the temperature in health at 98 de- 
grees. Whether in India, with the tem- 
perature at 130 degrees, or in the arctic 
regions, where the records show 120 de 
grees below the freezing point, the temper- 
ature of the body remains the same, prac- 
tically steady at 98 degrees, despite the ex- 
treme to which it is subjected. 


Collar Button Cut From Lung. 


(Pittsburgh Gazette Times:] A collar 
button, swallowed twenty-six years ago by 
Mrs. Chambers O. Klingensmith of Ford 
City was removed from her lung by an op 
eration performed recently in the Presby- 
terian Hospital. 

For some time after Mrs. Klingensmith 
swallowed the button she was not both- 
ered by it. About fifteen years ago she be- 
gan to have severe pains in her side which 
were diagnosed by various physicians as 
pleurisy. Nine years ago there was an- 
other violent attack. Recently the button 
began to cause trouble once more.

Light's Curious Tricks, 


{Suburban Life: ] “How iow people 
realize that they are actually suffering 
from snow-blindness in miniature, every 
time they read or work over a white sur- 
face on which a brilliant light shines di- 
rectly. Halftone paper, for instance, 
which is the common medium for the ma- 
jority of books we read, will throw a blind- 
ing glare into the eye of the reader if the 
light strikes it at the wrong angle, and it 
forms an excellent test for the selection of 
proper lighting for a room, and for the 
placing of the lighting fixtures; for lighting 
diffusion should be such as to allow com- 
fortable Treading from half-tone paper in 
any position. 

“A dome, hanging above a dining-table 
on which is white cloth, causes the light 
to reflect into the eyes of those around the 
table at an angle that produces muscular 
strain. This has a peculiar effect upon 
the senses, and drowsiness and menta) in- 
ertia are apt to result. People are apt to 
complain of a feeling of dullness at table, 
or that they have indigestion, when it is, in 
reality, the effect of the light. A too bDril- 
liant light shining directly into the eye 
plays many curious psychological tricks. 
Deaf people, for instance, cannot hear so 
well if they are facing a brilliantly-lighted 
room and, as for being able to see better by 
a bright light than by a dim one, exactly 
the reverse is the case, for details of ob- 
jects become practically lost to the eye 
when too much light enters it.” 


Cleanliness and Health. 


iNew York Herald: | The opening of 
the hall of public health in the American 
Museum of Natural History will scarcely 
mark an epoch in the life of this city, but 
it wili be an incident of real significance 
and value if it shall to some perceptibie 
degree emphasize in men's minds the su- 
preme importance of simple cleanliness to 
health and to life itself. 

For dirt means disease and death. That 
is, perhaps, the supreme lesson of modern 
sanitary achievement. Long ago certain 
ailments were known as (filth diseases, 
meaning that they arose and flourished in 
conditions of gross uncleanliness. That 
characterization was apt, but it needed 
great extension. Today it is recognized 
that many, perhaps most, of the deadly 
plagues are filth diseases in the sense that 
they are caused or spread by the presence 
of foreign and noxious bodies—euphemis- 
tic paraphrase for dirt-—in the air, in food 
or drink, or upon the person. 

Dirt from a rusty nail or from the soil 
gets into a wound, and te ¥ occurs. 
Dirt from a sewer gets into the, ater sup- 
ply, and there is typhoid or cholera. Dirt 
gets into milk, and there is diphtheria or 
scarlet fever. Dirt is inhaled jin the air, 
and tuberculosis is generated. Dirt from 
a fiy’s feet is deposited upon food, and there 
is typhoid, dysentery, pellagra or what not. 

Teach the people to be clean, and we 
shall teach them to be well and to live 
long.

The Weight of. the “Limited”. 

{Harper's Weekly:] Generally speaking, 
the heaviest of the cars comprising a “lim- 
ited” train is the diner, which exceeds the 
other cars in weight by about 10,000 pounds 
or 15,000 pounds. Such a car, with full 
equipment, usually weighs something tike 
140,000 pounds when ready to make its cus- 
tomary division run. 

A sixteen-section sleeper may weigh from 
110,000 pounds to 125,000 pounds, while the 
buffet library car of the transcontinental 
type comes at 107,000 pounds, 

The baggage-car, weighing 85,000 pounds, 
may be the lightest in a train, but the pos- 
tal car next to it weighs, on an average, 
103,000 pounds. 

A chair car is full weight at 87,000 pounds, 
while the ordinary coach tips the scales at 
93,000 pounds. 

With a locomotive and tender weighing, 
say, 260,000 pounds, it is easy to estimate 
the enormous weight of some of the mod- 
ern through trains of seven cars.

Millstones on the Increase. 

It is generally supposed that the use of 
milistones is becoming less and less each 
year because of the introduction of other 
grinding machinery, but on the contrary. 
according to figures made public by the 
United States Geologica! Survey, the value 
of the production of millstones, burrstones, 
chasers and drag stones in this country bt. 
1912, amounting to $71,414, was the largest 
since 1888, when it amounted to $81,000, and 
was an increase of $31,345 over the figures 
for 1911. The replacement of the millstones, 
it was assumed, would be gradual and the 


value of millstones would therefore show a 
steady falling off. This, however, has not 
been the case. From a maximum value 
of $200,000 in 1880 the value fell to $100,000 
in 1887; from $81,000 in 1888 the value de 
clined rapidly to $16,587 in 1891; in the fol- 
lowing year there was a rise in value to 
$23,417, followed by a marked decline until 
the lowest value ever reported, $13,887, was 
reached In 1894. Since that year the values 
have risen and fallen. Millstones were pro 
duced in 1912 in Alabama, New York, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, and Virginia. The 
output in New York was between two and 
three times that of 1911, and that State re 
gained its lead in the millstone industry in 
the United States.

Race Purity the Real Issue 


ALIFORNIA believes, 
however, that their pres- 
ence in large numbers and 
their permanent rooting in the 
soil through the acquisition 


of farming lands will result in 
the division of her population 
along race lines. Unification 
of different races is only pos- 
sible by inter-marriage. Calli- 
fornians regard this as impos- 
sible and I understand that 
the Japanese themselves view 
these unions with disfavor. 

How far the mixture of the 
races has gone is shown by the 
fact that in one of the grades 
of the public schools at Florin 
which Secretary of State 
Bryan visited there were 
twenty Japanese pupils in one 
classroom and only nineteen 
American children. In Sacra- 
mento County, outside the city 
of Sacramento, the number of 
births recorded for 1912 were 
274, of which 107, or 39 per 
cent, were Japanese. 

The Japanese contend that 
the treaty gives them the right 
to own land, but their objec- 
tions to the alien land legisla- 
tion is mainly based upon 
charges of discrimination. 
This arises from differentiat- 
ing between those who can be- 
come citizens and those who 
can not, as provided in the nat- 
uralization laws of this coun- 
try, the lower courts so far 
having decided against Jap- 
anese in this respect.

Here ’s the way of it: You hike along, day after 
day, day after day, driving a team of Arctic dogs 
(the meanest critters on God's earth to manage) over 
piled-up chunks of ice that rack the stoutest sledges 
all apart.
